The party then 
listened te a recital of the dreadful 
sufferings in the far north, and. the 
tale of the fate of commander De 
Long and his men until the steamer 
reached the dock, Arrived there, 
Lieutenant Danenhower was surrcnd«d 
by congratulating friends, who had 
gathered to give him a hearty wel- 
come, and they did. For an hour he 
was kept busy shaking hands and an. 
swering inguiries. While all this 
was happening on the upper deck 
a far different scene was presented 
ina small cabin below. There with 
his arms pinioned behind him, was 
poor Jack Cole, Boatswain of the 
Jeannette, crazy from long suffering. 
His brother, Thomas Cole, and his 
son John were quick to goo him, and 
the unfortunate man immediately 
recognized them, affectionately greet- 
ing both, It was sad te see the 
weeping son, the sorrowing brother, 
and demented father. Immediately 
after speaking to his son his mind 
again wandered and he was once more 
away among the Ice fields, struggling 
with the fate threatening him. He 
will be sent to an asylum. Lieut.

A Grand Scheme, . 
New YORK, May 29. 

- H. R. Helper of St. Louis has a bill 
before Congress appointing a commis- 
sion to go to Central America to in- 
quire into the commercial condition of 
the states, with a view to building a 
railroad to reachthem. -This is a smal] 
beginning for a tremendous project .or 
building a railroad from the boundary 
of Guatemala and Mexico to run south 
and east through Columbia, Ecuador, 
Bolivie, Peru and the Argentine Re- 
public. It wouli connect with the 
Mexican eystem and .thence to the 
United States, making a direct line 
of railway from St. Paul to the boun- 
dary of Patagonia, some 3,000 miles 
in extent. Helper claims that this is 
the only way to sulve the problem of 
the balance of trade with South Amer- 
ica, now largely against us. For 1880 
the balance against the United States 
was $116,000,000. The projector be- 
lieves, from the manner in which the 
Pacific railroads have diverted trade 
from the isthmus, that this line would 
take the commerce new carried in En- 
glish ships. _

C, A. Bragg was up the river last 
week and says that Truckee is boom- 
ing. The town is full of people and 
they all have money. Tourists are 
coming and going, the mills are ail 
running and the hotels are full, The 
Republican gives the following ac- 
count of operations going on: 


The Pacific Lumber & Wood com- 
any have upwards of three million 
eet of logs on the Little Truckee and 

at the mill. They ate running night 
and day, and will continue to do so 
till fall. They expect to cut at least 
ten million feet this season.
